Graham's plan, which was put into | 
effect by a reorganization of the 
paper company, appears to have 
gone beyond most profit-sharing | 

plans in its altruistic character, and 
in the completeness of control which 
was given to the men who had aided 
Graham in building up the business. 

John F. Shepley, president of the 
St. Louls Union Trust Co., which is 
a trustee of the Graham estate, and 
a member of the board of directors | 
of the paper company, sald to a Post- | 
Dispatch reporter: | 

"I do not think Mr. Graham re- 
garded his plan as _ profit-sharing. 
He intended to turn the property 
over to the men who were to do the 
work bf building it up. He did this, | 
subject only to a payment of $35,000 
a year to his heirs. The officers and 
employes acquired all the common 
stock, with no limit fixed to thelr 
earnings, while the heirs hold most 
of the preferred stock, with a fixed | 
return of 7 per cent. 

“I do not remember whether all 
the officers and employes paid cash | 
for their etock. It is quite likely 
that some of them were permitted 
to pay as they were able. The 
policy, as outlined by Mr. Graham, 
and as followed by the officers of 
the company, has been to keep the 
common stock wholly in the hands 
of the officers and the most trusted 
employes. The company retains an 
option to purchase the stock when 
the holder dies or leaves the com- 
pany’s service. | 

“The stock is bought at its book 
value in euch cases, and is sold at 
book value, to some other employe. 
The circle of holders has widened 
rather than narrowed. The officers 
have not tried to center the stock 
in a few hands.” 

Shepley said his position on the 
board of directors of the company 
was largely an honorary one, and 
that he had taken no active part in 
management. 

All Officers Own Stock. 

Officers of the company said there 
were about 40 holders of common 
stock. These include all the offi- 
cers. The two heira with the princl- 
pal holdings of preferred stock are 
Mra. Breckinridge Long of 5145 Lin- 
dell boulevard, formerly Christine 
Graham, wife of the Third Assistant 
Secretary of Btate, who owns 2240 
shares, and Henry BEB. Graham, a 
nephew of B. B. Graham, who has 
1660 shares. A block of 360 shares 
is held by G. W. McFarland of De- 
eatur, lll., formerly connected with | 
the company, and a smaller block by 
the estate of a former president of 
the company, named French. At 7 
per cent the return on Mrs. Long's 
holdings is $15,680 a year, and the 
return on Henry B. Graham's pre-' 
ferred stock is $11,620.

EAUTIFUL necks you might 
Brousnis divide into two 

classes—pillar necks and swan 
necks, and some folk like one sort 
and some like the other. The art- 
ist Rubens liked the first sort and 
in his dissertation on- beautiful 
women he says that “the neck 
should be somewhat long, plump, 
round, of a snowy whiteness and 
without a disfigurement.’ To him 
apparently there was little charm in 
the sinuous neck that we call swan 
like. He admired something more 
substantial. 

Balzac always seems to evince 
a pronounced interest in the necks 
of his feminine characters and 
where most novelists stop with the 
chin Balzac goes into all sorts of 
metaphors concerning the neck 
and shoulders. In “The Lily of 
the Valley,’’ the Countes de Mort- 5 wy ’ 
sauf, Balzac’s famous Henriette, is Mary of Gulse, oe 
described as having just this sort Pillar Like. 
of neck. “Her throat, where her head was set on, showed none of 
those hollows that make some women’s necks look like tree trunks; 
the muscles showed no cords, and every line was curved with a grace 
as distracting to the eye as to the painter's brush.” | 

It is this perfectly curved neck without hollows that seems to 
have been the classical ideal. Venus de Milo’s neck may not have | 
been just like this of Henriette’s but it was of the same sort. They | 
were both quite different from the nervous, sinuous, snakelike, swan 
neck that focusses the admiration of the early Italian painters and 
seems to be the general favorite of artists of our own day. 

To the Greeks there was something analogous between the per- 
fect neck of a woman and one of their own Doric or Ionian columns. 
The perfect curving of the marble diminishing slightly from its base | 
to meet the crowning weight of the capital above was indeed not | 
unlike the flawless modeling of the neck as you see it again and 
again in Grecian sculpture. 

As a matter of fact this type of neck is less usual among our 
own women than it is among the women of continental Europe. It 
may be that the nervous tension of our own life has something to 
do with this, and favors that other type of, beautiful neck that shows 
more of sinuousness and is more accurately compared to the grace- 
ful curving of a swan’s neck. Then, too, there is a stronger admix- 
ture of English blood with us and the English neck has always Deen | 
longer and more sinuous than that of France, Italy or Spain. ' 

Among the charming women of old France, it was Mme. de Sa- | 
ble who gained the reputation of having the most beautiful neck. 
Through her fine insight into human nature and her consymmate 
tact she brought together the choicest spirits of her time, men of af- 
fairs and wit, women of beauty and great cleverness. And these 
gatherings gave her a splendid opportunity of showing off her rare 
beauty—and especially the beauty of that faultless neck—to advan- 
tage. She was described by a contemporary, Mlle. de Scudery, as “a 
tall and graceful woman, with fine eyes, the most beautiful neck in 
the world, a lovely complexion, blonde hair, and a pleasant mouth.” 

Two centuries before there lived in Scotland Mary of Guise, the 
French Queen of James V of Scotland. She was a famous woman 
in her own right, and was even more interesting as the mother of 
Mary, Queen of Scots. She had many features that were inherited 
by her beautiful daughter, though it was said that Mary Queen of 
Scots inherited largely her father’s looks and her mother’s resolve 
and animation. Mary of Gulse is described as having a head small
